A POSITIVE CUBA POLIC Y 
President Kennedy , in asserting a positiv e 
Cuba policy , has giv en hope to the peoples of the 
world who seek freedom. He said that Cuba would 
not be abandoned to Communism. Now thus policy 
needs to be implemented. Just sa>ing something 
is not sufficient; we need to be willing and able 
to back our position by w hatev er force is req uired. 
Otherwise, we shall be in a worse position than 
ev er. The United States dares not let Khrushchev 
call our bluff: it must, in fact, not bo a bluff. 
The Cuban situation 
req uires 
rev iew. 
For 
months, the Senate Internal Security Sub-com­ 
m ittee has been holding ex ecutiv e session hear­ 
ings on v arious aspects of the Cuban problem. 
These hearings are held sub rosa for reasons 
which, to me, do not appear v ery sensible. Before 
this Committee hav e already appeared two of our 
Ambassadors to Cuba. A rthur G ardner and Earl 
E. T. Sm ith; an American Ambassador to Mex ico, 
Robert Hill and a form er Ambassador to Brazil, 
Edward Pawley . Their testimony clearly pro­ 
nounced Fidel Castro a Communist and an enemy 
of the United States. 
Some of the testimony indicated that full ev i­ 
dence was av ailable prior to C astro’s rev olution 
and during its early day s which indicated bey ond 
a doubt that this is a Communist mov ement and 
alway s was. There has been testim ony to show 
that the ev aluation of data by so-called ex perts 
on the Fourth Floor of the S tate Departm ent was 
v ery , v ery wrong when it reached the Fifth Floor 
of the S tate D epartm ent where the great men 
sit, and that it was ev en more incorrect when it 
reached the W hite House. 
Certainly , it is the business of the CIA to en­ 
gage in espionage. This Agency should hav e 
k nown all about Castro, his brother, his organiza­ 
tion, his association with Sov iet Russia, etc. W hat 
the CIA reported to the S tate D epartm ent and 
to President Eisenhower, I do not k now'. But it is 
obv ious from the position adopted by the Eisen- 
how’cr Administration as regards Batista and 
Castro, that neither the President nor the Secre­ 
tary of S tate could hav e been adeq uately and ac­ 
curately informed. The present failure’ in Cuba 
req uires a study of CIA methods. 
President Kennedy came upon this situation 
during the Presidential campaign. His attitude 
was straight-forw ard and correct but it was v ery 
widely criticized and unfortunately he mov ed 
away from 
his positiv e position 
by av oiding 
the subject. His reference to Cuba in his Inaugural 
Address was ccirect from the standpoint of ev ery 
ev ent that has since occurred. 
Howev er, during his first months as President, 
he was obv iously div erted from an original pur­ 
pose by so-called ex perts and specialists who ad­ 
v ised and still adv ise that the United States must 
subordinate itself to the Organization of Ameri­ 
can States, a body which has been trembling lest 
Sov iet Russia bomb some places. To this coward­ 
ice, President Kennedy has now replied: 
"Should it ev er appear that the inter-Am eri­ 
can doctrine of non-interference merely conceals 
or ex cuses a policy of non-action; if the nations 
of this hemisphere should fail to meet their com­ 
m itm ents against outside Communist penetration, 
then I w ant it clearly understood that this Gov ­ 
ernm ent will pot hesitate in meeting its prim ary 
obligations, which are the security of our nation." 
This is a clarify ing statem ent. If the OAS is 
to shak e and trem ble before Khrushchev ’s threats, 
the Organization m ight as well die and v ery 
q uick ly . At any rate, the statem ent q uoted abov e 
is a challenge, as strong and as pertinent as the 
Monroe Doctrine. 
Now, something r\eeds to be done. Words hav e 
no v alue unless they are back ed by deeds. If 
Castro has MIGs, we should giv e the rebels ev ery ­ 
thing they need. But ev en more im portant, it is 
necessary for the United States to block ade Cuba. 
It is ridiculous for this country to supply Castro 
with beef and medicines. Patriotic Cubans will 
pull in their belts and eat less if they can be sure 
that Castro's troops will go hungry too. Why is 
it necessary for the United States to feed its 
enemies? 
Ev ery day , 
from Miami and 
Palm 
Beach, the ferries jammed with m eat and other 
supplies go to Cuba. Why ? 
President Kennedy will be forced at some 
time during his Adm inistration to tak e a stand 
against Sov iet Russia. In effect, Presidents T ru­ 
man and Eisenhower hav e postponed the inev i­ 
table day which now faces President Kennedy , He 
has too little time because history does not wait 
for human decision. Its chain of circum stances 
can only be brok en by v iolence.

A POSITIVE CUBA POLICY 
President Kennedy, in asserting a positive 
Cuba policy, has given hope to the peoples of the 
world who seek freedom. He said that Cuba would 
not be abandoned to Communism. Now this jiolicy 
needs to be implemented. Just saying something 
is not sufficient; we need to be willing and able 
to back our position by w hatever force is required. 
Otherwise, we shall be in a worse position than 
ever. The United States dares not let Khrushchev 
call our bluff: it must, in fact, not be a bluff. 
The Cuban situation 
requires 
review. 
For 
months, the Senate Internal Security Sub-com­ 
m ittee has been holding executive session hear­ 
ings on various aspects of the Cuban problem. 
These hearings are held sub rosa for reasons 
which, to me, do not appear very sensible. Before 
this Committee have already appeared two of our 
Ambassadors to Cuba. Arthur G ardner and Earl 
E. T. Sm ith; an American Ambassador to Mexico, 
Robert HUI and a former Ambassador to Brazil. 
Edward Pawley. Their testimony clearly pro­ 
nounced Fidel Castro a Communist and an enemy 
of the United Slates. 
Some of the testimony indicated that full evi­ 
dence was available prior to C astro’s revolution 
and during its early days which indicated beyond 
a doubt that this is a Communist movement and 
always was. There has been testimony to show 
that the evaluation of data by so-called experts 
on the Fourth Floor of the State Departm ent was 
very', very wrong when it reached the Filth Floor 
of the S tate Departm ent where the great men 
sit, and that it was even more incorrect when it 
reached thp W hite House. 
Certainly, it is the business of the (TA to en­ 
gage in espionage.

Farrell, of the New York Yankees publi^ relations staff a few 
nights ago in Poughkeepsie. 
W e got around to the inevitable question: W hat gives with 
Casey Stengel these days? 
“ I don’t know.” replied the erudite Mighty Mite whose wit has 
made him one of the most sought after speakers on the rubber , 
chicken circuit. ‘‘I think he’s out in Glendale (Calif.) counting his 
money.” 
‘ Do you get many inquiries about Casey?” we prodded. "Not 
too many,” was the answer. "You’d be surprised how fast this 
sports crowd forgets.” Farrell supported his statement with the 
observation that in the Yankee dugout these days you don't ever I 
hear the name of Stengel even mentioned. 


• About M ickey M antle: 


The talk veered another inevitable topic — the early sea­ 
son batting surge by Mickey Mantle. Would it last and could 
Mickey break the Babe’s record. 
“ W ell, with that 10-team setup anjl those extry games, the 


chances are much better now than before,” said Farrell. “ But 
that’s not breaking the Babe's record, it’s only setting a new 
kind of home run mark. 
Would Casey Stengel’s departure make Mickey Mantle a 


better hall player is a question Farrell has to answer quite 
often these days. The question is not rhetorical because the 
image was created that Mantle rebelled under the third per­ 
son treatment to which Stengel constantly subjected the Kid 
from Oklahoma. You recall that when Old Case got peeved 
at Mickey, he would corral a friendh sportswriter and un­ 
leash a tirade about “ my big guy” which always meant Mantle, 
lie would never mention Mickey by name in that delightful 
fractured syntax which convulsed writers. 


There are baseball historians who w ill insist that Casey Stengel 
left baseball broken hearted because M ickey Mantle failed to de­ 
velop into a superior star under his tutelage. 
Stengel inherited Joe DiMaggio, who was Joe M cCarthy’s cre­ 
ation. just like Babe Ruth and Lou Gehrig belonged to .M ille r 
Huggins. Stengel always felt that M ickey had the equipment 
skill to join the super stars. Somehow it never quite came 
“ Nobody can make Mickey Mantle an y better or any worse,” 
Farrell observed. "H e ’s a personality unto himself." 
Somebody in the crowd suggested that Leo Durocher might 
have made M ickey Mantle over into the hig star, if Mickey had 
come up under The Lip. 
The man was trying to make a case and it sounded logical. 
Didn't Durocher help make W illie Mays the super star of the 
Giants? Didn’t Leo constantly refer to Mays as "m y boy” and tell 
the world that W illie was the greatest? And didn’t W illie Mays 
go out and try to prove it to the world and come close on many 
occasions? 
Farrell nodded in assent and then wrinkles creased his fore- 
head 
"M aybe Durocher made W illie Mays a big ball player,” he said 
quietly, "but Mantle wouldn’t take Durocher’s treatment for five 
minutes.”
